Get Vatican Coins 
Recast To Eliminate 
Initial Of Royalty 


Rome, Feb. 12.—The new vatican, 
city coins, which carry on their faces 
the images of Christ, the Virgin 
Mary and a number of saints, as 
well as that of the reigning pontiff, 
have been the cause of something 
approaching a diplomatic incident, 
it was revealed here Tuesday night. 
In accordance with a provision of 
the Lateran treaty, the Royal Italian 
m int late last year undertook the 
work of stamping the new coins of 
the tiny sovereign state. A consid­ 
erable share of the shiny silver, 
nickel and copper discs composing 
the 1,000.000-lire total authorized for 
the delayed 1930 issue had been 
minted when it was detected at the 
Vatican that each unit of the new 
currency was bearing, in addition 
to the authorized Vatican design, a 
miniature letter “R.” This letter 
stands for “real," the Italian word 
meaning “royal," and it appears oh 
every coin turned out by the royal 
mint. 


Now there was nothing in the 
bond about the inclusion of any such 
letter on the papal coins, and it is 
reported on good authority th at 
Vatican officials from Pope Pius XI 
down were indignant. There were 
diplomatic exchanges between the 
Holy See and the Italian govern­ 
ment, and finally all the coins that 
had been stamped were put into the 
melting pot.

Rochester, N Y. (AP)— Because 
astronomers wanted better pictures 
of a peculiar mist on Mars, the mov­ 
ies have a new triple-speed film. 
In this instance real stars and 
screen stars are on a par—in their 
reaction to light. Abstract old as­ 
tronomy thus contributes a slap- 
bang improvement to movies—par­ 
ticularly to talkies. 
More light has been the peren­ 
nial need of both movies and as­ 
tronomy. 
But 
the 
astronomers 
could not even imagine in a rela­ 
tive way any method of getting 
their stars to give more light. 
So they said to Dr. C. E. Ken­ 
neth Mees, director of research for 
the Eastman Kodak company: 


"Make us a new kind of Aim. 
4 
more sensitive to light, so that we 
can see better with the present 
starlight.’’ 
Mees made a film which is much 
more impressionable to red and 
green rays than any hitherto. At 
the some time it retains all the old 
sentittveness to the blues. 
As there is plenty bt all colors 
of light streaming from stars, the 
result for astronomers is film that 
takes a good glack and white image 
with much less light, It takes the 
picture in one-third the time pre­ 
viously required. So a 'star like 
Mars gets I IS/ face recorded before 
It has Had so much time to rotate 
und distort. 


A few technical changes adapted 
the film to movies. The seemingly 
white 
light 
reflected 
by 
silver 
screen stars is also rich in reds 
and greens, In fact, there is more 
red now, since talkies have forced 
substitution of incandescent for the 
former "noisy” arc lights. 
Records Faster 
So the new film records three 
times as fast as the old; this is to 
say, is about three times as im­ 
pressionable. This results in deep­ 
er space on the stage for the actors 
to move without getting out of 
focus. 
It gives more margin between 


the sound track on the edge of the 
film and the picture, restoring some 
if the lost artistic photography. 
Best of all from the viewpoint 
of the human stars, it reduces the 
glare which has tormented them 
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vs o n a b i I
